These recommendations follow a. 
series of conferences between Re- 
presentative White (Rep.) of 
Maine, chairman of the House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries, ond members of the 

Shipping Board. 

The Board in submitting its re- 
port pointed out that it was charg- 
ed with the duty .of carrying out 
the national shipping policy and 
that it “feels obligated to transmit 

‘(the .resolutions to Congress and to 
accompany them with a brief state- 
ment of ita views as’ to the prin- 
cipal points that should receive 
consideration jn future legislation 
affecting the U.S. merchant 
marine.”

more in the U.S., while combination 
phasenger and cargo. ships cost 65 
to 56 per cent. more. With this’ 
higher cost of conatruction and the 
higher cost of operation. under the 
U.S, flag, he pointed’ out, U.S. ships 
cannot be operated. in competition 
with other vessels in -foroign trade 
without some form of ald to: offset 
the differentials against them. 

Construction of new vessels, even 
for the coastwise trades, {a retarded, 
he said, -by the fact that Shipping 
Board tonnage can be purchased at 
low’ prices and entered.in'' these 
trades, - Under present conditions; 
he went: on, 
tage can be purchased at'6 dols, to 
7.60-dols, per ton, or about 60,000 
dols. for n cargo ship of ordinary 
size, . Taxes paid on a new vessel of 
the ‘same. size,, he asserted, would 
amount to more than 50,000 dols., 
to that retention of these vessels is 
not an asset, ted 

“It would be much better,”

sald, “if these vessels were disposed | 


of once and for all, Things won't get 
much better In the coastwise trade 
until’ these vessels’ have been 
definitely disposed‘ of.” - 

“Tf we are to have .a merchant 
marine by 1940, .the nation ravat 
make up its mind to spend at least 
1,000,000,000 dols. to get it. 
placement of necessary ships to. be 
in operation by 1940 in what the 
Shipping Board deems to be 
essential services,” he-said, “will 
cost 600,000,000 dols. to’700,000,- 
000 dols. and incidental outlays

Pending Shipping Legislation. 

Reviewing the _ pending shipping 
legislation, he ‘sald, the Jones Bill, 
which contains the, objectional un- 
animous cousent provision in con- 
nection with ship’ sales, makes .no 
definite provision for ‘new construc- 
tion, The'Copeland Bill provides 
‘for equalisation of operating costa 
by means of“incfpased mail* sub- 


‘| ventions, but makes no special, pro- 


vision for cargo vessels: 

The Wood Bill, which is fayoured 
by the council, does provide for 
loans up to 75 per cent. of the cost 
of construction, at 2 per cent. in- 
terest, ‘for a period of 20 years, 
fart of the loan to be payable in the 
form of services rendered to. the 
Government, It also provides for 
insurance of vesscla at 1 per cent. 
‘below prevailing rates. 

The White Bill, he said, would 
provide’ for transfer of the Ship- 
ping Board’s cargo ships to private 
ownership, and by means of its 
naval reserve clauses, would provide 
; for equalisation of operating costs. 

None of the’ numerous pending 
measures, he said, contemplate the 
abandonment of any of the’ present 
services, and added that no matter 
what may be done to replace’ Ship- 
ping Board vessels ‘in the essential 
services, it is absolutely essential 
to do something to get private 
capital interested in the building 
of new ships, * 

There will be no difficulty in doing 
this, he.sald, if it can be shown that
